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All claims pending thus being allowable, prosecution on the merits is closed in 
this application.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement 
over the invention of Masuda (U.S. 5,680,196), as being a representative example in 
the art to which the instant invention pertains. In particular, said improvement provides 
an ophthalmologic apparatus that quantitatively determines whether an examinee is 
fearful at an earlier stage, which enables a patient care operation to be determined in 
exact timing. 

More specifically, independent claim 1 is drawn to an ophthalmologic apparatus 
comprising alignment driving means, detecting means and alignment controlling means 
comprising determining means for determining a quality of a detected result as claimed, 
specifically wherein said alignment controlling means further comprises a counting 
means for counting outputs from the determining means within a predetermined period 
of time and the alignment controlling means performs the control of the alignment 
driving means based on the output of the counting means (Claim 1, lines 10-14). 

The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations of applicant's independent claims, in such a manner that a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The claimed invention is 
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therefore considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and nonobvious 
over prior art.
